PON the reception accorded a 


number of Japanese Immigrants 
who are expected to arrive here 


either In the Gaelic tomorrow or the 
Hongkong Mam Tuesday o£ next week 
wfll depend the consent of the Japanese 
Government to permit the Immigration 
of subjects of the Emperor to proceed 
unrestricted. It is reported that there 
will be from fifty to one hundred and 
fifty men In the company. 
The new immigrants who are now 


seeking this country are said to be ab- 
solutely unassisted either by their Gov- 
ernment or by an immigration com- 
pany. Reports which have been re- 
ceived here indicate that their cases 
were thoroughly investigated before 
they were allowed to leave their homes, 
that the result of this investigation was 
such as to prove that the men had se- 
cured 
the money to make the trip 


either from their savings or from the 
sale of their little holdings, and that 
they ha\e been led to come through the 
many reports of the money to be made 
here, carried back to Japan by return- 
ing laborers. 
The prohibition against the coming 


of more of the Japanese workmen to 
America has been lifted to the extent 
U>at the Government will allow this 
party to come and If they are able to 
land and stay here, without the ordeal 
through which they must pass being 
too severe upon them, then other appli- 
cants to make the change will be given 
the required permission. Should the la- 
bn-ers now on the way be unable to 
p?ss the customs authorities, there will 
be no more permits issued for men to 
leave Japan bound for these Islands, at 
present.

Every ship which has come recently 


hss had In its company a number of 
Japanese and, as well, each trans-Pa- 
cific ship passing through has had sev- 
eral deported men In its returning steer- 
age list. There have been so many at- 
trmpts to pass the immigration officers 
that the examination now is quite rig- 
id. Fully three-fourths of the recent 
comers have attempted to pass them- 
sc-'ves through on the plea that they 
were merchants. This It is thought is

No one seems to have observed him un- 
til his dead body war found in the shoal 
water a foot or so from shore. 


The services of Drs. Hurray and Her- 


bert were requisitioned but it was too 
late for them to be of any assistance. 


Tne body was taken to the morgue 


ai:d an autopsy performed by Pr. Mc- 
Donald snowed that death was attrib- 
utable to heart disease. 
, Until yesterday morning the identity 
of the deceased man remained clouded 
ir doubt. There was nothing in his 
clothes or effects to reveal who he was 
or from whence he came. It was rumor- 
ed at first that he had arrived In Ho- 
nolulu on the transport Kllpatrick. 


Yesterday the body was Identified by 


a friend as that of George Freeman, a 
native of Devenport, England. 
He 


came to the Islands in the bark Olym- 
pic. Up to Saturday afternoon' he was 
working for Hackfeld & Co. on' thfr-> 
Young building. He drew his money at 
noon and told -his friend that he in- 
tended to work overtime.
